Commission confronted with paving of dirt road question

The discussions seem to center 
around the topic of roads in Mon: 
day's Coffee County Commission 
meeting. 

George Curenton, a spokesman 
for the Coffee County Dirt Road 
Committee, addressed the commis- 
sion concerning the paving of the 
Sconiersville Road, The dirt road is 
located just off County Rd. 75 in 
southeast Coffee County, 

The commissioners were asked 
by Mr. Curenton what their plans 
were in fulfilling their “previous 
promise to pave the road.” 

“As far as I know, Mr. Curenton, 
we're in the same place we were,” re- 
sponded Commission Chairman Bill 
Eagerton. “I can't give you anything 
on that - | don't know,” 

“Well, may I ask, Mr, Chairman, 
why it hasn't already been paved?” 
asked Curenton. 

Eagerton replied, “Yes sir, we 
don't really have the money to pave 
the road Mr, Curenton.” 

Eagerton's explanation as to the 


promise being made to pave the road 
was that it would be done if funds 
were made available, 

According to Eagerton, previous: 
ly, the commission had fully intend. 
ed to pave the road because it had 
been = promised =~ approximately 
$100,000 but that money was never 
received, The money was to have 
come from the State of Alabama. 

Wishing to set the record straight, 
Commissioner Sid Averett stated, 
“The commission has been accused 
of promising to pave that (Sconiers- 
ville) road, | am one commissioner 
that did not promise to pave that dirt 
road. I understand there might have 
been one commissioner or two com- 
missioners who promised to pave the 
road, But, it was solely hecause they 
were promised the money from 
Montgomery, I know for a fact that 
this commission as amajority, which 
rules, has never voted at this table to 
pave the Sconiersville Road. The 
public has been misled about this 
thing.

New Brockton City Council now has a vacancy 


making improvements to their 
present recreational facilities such as 
a play area for tots, barbeque grills, 
etc.

Construction of the new Central 
Office is scheduled to start in late 
July or early August with date of 
completion being late Spring or ear-

Not only will the new facility 
house the superintendent's offices, 
but it will serve as a book depository 
for the county school system, a re- 
source center, and will also have ad- 
equate space to hold in-service meect- 
ings for the teachers in the county's 
school system.

Proper sewege 


According to the State of Ala- 
bama Department of Public Heath, 
one of the most important aspects of 
selecting a homesite is sewage dis- 
posal, 

If public sewers are available, 
you won't have to give it much 
thought, but if not, you must be sure 
the lot you are considering will sup- 
port an onsite disposal system, You 
will save money, time, and undue 
stress if lot suitability is established 
before you purchase property or start 
construction of a new home. 

Certain types of soils will not ac- 
commodate a conventional onsite 
sewage disposal system. Also, some 
areas have a high water table which 
may prohibit the use of conventional 
onsite sewage disposal systems. Soil 
tests performed by a registered land 
surveyor Or engineer are required to 
determine if the land is suitable for 
septic tanks,

A BEGINNING 

Just prior to the March 1990 
flood in Elba, Alabama, Dorsey 
Trailers, Inc. launched “Partners in 
Performance,” an incentive based 
training program. The program cov- 
ered a variety of topics from basic 
reading, English and math skills to 
job-specific skills such as blueprint 
reading and industrial electronics. 

During the 14-week rebuilding 
period following the flood, the pro- 
gram struggled to regain momentum. 
It received a shot in the arm recently 
when Dorsey announced its partner- 
ship with Enterprise State Junior 
College and MacArthur State Tech- 
nical College in the colleges’ Work- 
force 2000 Partnership, a federally 
funded program promoting literacy 
in the workplace, 

According to Dorsey Trailers di- 
rector of human resources, Kenny 
Sawyer, “Dorsey's owners have a 
strong commitment to education and 
training. We recognize that to meet 
the demands of increased productivi- 
ty and quality we must invest sub- 
stantial energies toward elevating the 
educational level of our employees.” 


A STEP-BY-STEP APPROACH 
Dorsey is in the planning stages 
of a bi-modal effort to improve job- 
related literacy. “First we want to of- 
fer opportunities for persons to de- 
velop and expand their basic skills - 
reading, math and English. The sec- 
ond dimension we plan to offer is in- 
tended to address more advanced 
skills - technical, job-specific knowl- 
edge and personal/professional de- 
velopment topics,” says Sawyer. 
Dorsey's plan aligns well with the 
activities proposed through the col- 
leges' partnership. “Our aim is to 
provide a program of basic work- 
place literacy skills, as well as other 
skills necessary to increase produc- 
tivity and provide for upward eco- 
nomic mobility,” says Sharon Sea- 
ford, program instructor, of 
Enterprise State. “We too plan to 
provide instruction for workers who 
need to improve basic skills in the 
areas of reading, writing, speaking, 
listening and computing, A second 
aspect of this partnership will pro- 
vide needed educational experiences 
which go beyond these basic skills 
and help workers improve in such ar- 
eas as problem-solving, critical 
thinking, pre-technical skills and 
work habits. Finally, the partnership 
will provide support services to al- 
low workers to fully participate in 
program activities.” 
A FOCUSED PLAN 
To insure that the curriculum pro- 
vides the maximum benefits for each 
employee involved, program staff 
have toured the Dorsey plant to gain 
an overview of operations. “Current- 
ly, we are analyzing each of Dor- 
sey's 12 job classifications. This is 
accomplished through personal! inter- 
views with workers and supervisors 
to help us understand what skills are 
needed in each position, With this 
knowledge the curriculum can be job 
specific,” Seaford explains. 
Sawyer praises this approach, 
-“We feel that as employees experi- 
ence success on the job that can be 
traced to their classroom work their 
interest in and motivation toward 
such a program can only escalate.” 
A SUCCESS STORY 
The following gives testimony to 
the impact that education exerts in 
all areas of an individual's life, Thir- 
ty-six (?) years ago, Billy Kelly, now 
a plant clerk in Dorsey's Elba Opera- 
tion, dropped out of school to go to 
work. A few years later he began 
employment at Dorsey Trailers as a

“I'm more confi- 
dent and have already seen how this 
has improved the quality of my 
work, The effects have even spilled 
over into my home life. I find myself 
doing a much better job planning, 
managing my budget and evaluating 
alternatives when decisions are to be 
made,” 

“There's a lot you can leam by 
doing - I'm an example of that. But, 
there's also no substitute for an edu- 
cation, It's something I can't put into 
words - it goes far beyond that piece 
of paper I received and has some- 
thing to do with the inner knowledge 
that you can be successful The ac- 
complishment of this goal (GED) 
has changed how I look at myself, 
my co-workers, my family, my job - 
my life, And it has been a very posi- 
tive change. This is not the end of 
my education however, it's the be- 
ginning,” Kelly says as he talks of

4 it's Not Too Late ’ 
_ For Gardening 


JULY GARDENING 

Despite the usual July heat, there 
are some gardening chores to be 
done this month, 

You cab root shrub chttings late 
this month and mulch to keep the 
soil moist around them. 

Keep roses healthy and actively 
growing. Apply fertilizer, but wash 
the foliage to prevent burning if any 
fertilizer falls on the plants. 

Water annuals and perennials as 
needed. Spider mites can be a prob- 
lem during hot weather, so a miti- 
cide may be needed to control them. 
You can plant Iris and spider lily 
bulbs in July. 


Plant beans, field peas, rutabagas, 
squash, New Zealand spinach and 
Irish potatoes. If you are going to 
lant tomatoes for this fall, use limb 
cultings from your present plants. 
Almost any limb tips will develop 
roots, but well-matured limb tips that 
are 5-7 inches long make the best 
cuttings. Remove all leaves except a 
few at the tip of the limbs. Root 
them in sand, vermiculite or plain 
water, They will be ready to plant in 
about two weeks. Plant in laie after- 
noon or just ahead of a rain or 
cloudy period. Plants will need to be 
watered every day for a week. 

Finally, keeping flowers, shrubs, 
and vegetables healthy is a major 
task. Watch closely for diseases and 
insects.

Meat Industry Declares War On Fat 


Sandra Coffey 
County Agent 

From livestock producers to feed- 
ers to packers to retailers, the meat 
industry has declared was on fat in 
beef, pork and lamb products. Be- 
cause consumers are demanding 
leaner meat, virtually all phases of 
the food chain have responded by 
producing and marketing meat prod- 
ucts tailored to consumer preferenc- 
es. 


This trend is most obvious in the 
meat counters of grocery stores. In 
1986, the average beef cut had 1/2 
inch of external, trimmable fat. By 
1988, the average cut had only 1.8 
inch of trimmable fat. Pork and lamb 
cuts have also followed a similar 
trend. In fact, a “fat war” has devel- 
oped betwéen retailers to such an ex- 
tend that many retailers are provide 
totally trimmed cuts at the meat 
counter. A recent national study 
showed that fat on retail meat cuts is 
not only trimmed at the grocery 
store, but 2:9 at home. Eighty-one 
percent of consumers trim some fat 
from meat cuts and 65 percent trim 
nearly all of the fat. 

As beef, pork and lamb cuts are 
trimmed closer, the nutritive value 
increases proportionately. The Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
has recently published the newly re- 
vised nutritional ccmposition of 


meat cuts to provide consumers with 
nutritional information on a “lean 
only“ basis as well as a “lean and 
fat” basis for beef and pork. The new 
infurmation will also be available for 
Jamb in the very new future. As a re- 
sult of this new nutrition information 
reflecting the leanness of beef, pork, 
and lamb, the American Heart Asso- 
ciation now recognizes lean meat as 
a viable and healthful source of pro- 
tein and other important nutrients to 
the American dict.

To pro- 
vide the kind of animal demanded by 
the packers and retailers, many 
ranchers and farmers are producing 
animals with superior trimness and 
muscling. Livestock producers are 
closely examining the genetics of 
their herds an flocks, trying to identi- 
fy those individuals that will pro- 
duce offspring with a minimum 
amount of fat and a maximum 
amount of taste appeal.

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Elba's Jr. High gym adds only $2,000 to construction contract

The Elba City School Board on 
Thursday night reviewed the plans 
for the new central office, named a 
new auditing firm, and approved the 
monthly financial statement which 
including paying teachers, supplies 
and accrued construction cost on the 
new school complex. They also re- 
viewed financial arrangements 
which add only $2,000 to the school 
construction contract but provide the 
sytem with the Jr High gym author- 
ized by the board several months 
ago. 

The central office will be situated 
on the hill overlooking the school 
park. Current plans call for it to have 
4,000 square feet of space, compared 
to 3750 in the old central office. The 
drawings presented to the board 
members showed the board room, 
with multiple glass windows looking 
Out over the schools, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
had been authorized by the board to 
Start preparing drawings for the fa- 
cility after it became apparent there 
would be enough money in the bud- 
get to fund the construction. 

The Enterprise firm of Barr, 
Brunson, Wilkerson and Bowden 
was recommended by the superinten- 
dent to perform the annual audit of 
the school funds. The board ap- 
proved the action after Pearce ex- 
plained the cost would be some 
$4,000 less than the price given to 
him in writing by the firm which has 
done the school audit for several 
years. 


A review of the financial state- 
ment showed the school system had 
general fund receipts of $178,722.51 
during June and expenditures, in- 
cluding payroll, from that fund of 
$194,245,24, 

Capital projects, which include 
the new school construction, showed 
expenditures of $314,985.39, The 
column on the report for USDE 
funds (federal funds from flood dam- 
age) showed $56,892.29 spent dur- 
ing the month, Those funds are spent 
on items approved by the govern- 
ment as replacements for like items 
lost in the flood of 1990, 

Pearce explained to board mem- 
bers that it wasn't necessary to issue 
a new contract for the addition of the 
Jr. High gym to the high school com- 
plex. He showed where a change or- 
der for $2,000 accomplished the 
same thing and avoided the legal 
hassle and the additional architect 
fees. 

Pearce explained that by moving 
parts of the project from the overall 
contract and paying for them from 
the federal flood damage funds, the 
whole thing was accomplished with 
a minimum cost to the school. 

FEMA funds will pay for the 
$30,000 to add irrigation to the foot- 
ball field; USDE funds will pay 
$5,00 for projection screens in the 
classrooms; $150,000 for food ser- 
vice equipment in the lunchrooms; 
$50,000 for sound reinforcing be- 
tween classrooms and $50,000 for 
chalk/tack boards in the classrooms. 
This $285,000 savings came within 
$2,00C of completely offsetting the

Annexation to Elba's city limits zoned

In last Thursday's Zoning Board's 
hearing, everything was smooth sail- 
ing. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
hear any opinions or opposition to 
the zoning of the areas annexed to 
the city limits of Elba in 1987, 

There were seven areas discussed 
by the board and recommendations 
approved for presentation to the city 
council for passing. 

Area One is located on the Bran- 
tley Highway (AL 189). The board 
recommended this be zoned for resi- 
dential - R2. 

The location of Area Two is on 
the Troy Highway (AL 87N), It was 


recommended by the board that this 
area be zoned R4 with is residential 
with allowances for mobile home 
placement. 

There are several mobile homes 
already situated in this area, 

It should be noted that areas 
zoned R2 and R3 allow for the 
placement of mobile homes on ap- 
peal, However, R1 zoning does not 
allow for the placement of mobile 
homes at all, 

Area Three located on the Brun- 
didge Highway (AL 125). The 
board's recommendation was that 
this be zoned residential - R2. 

Area Four on the New Brockton 
Highway (U.S. Hwy. 84B) received 
a recommendation from the board 


that it be zoned residential - R2, 

The extended city limits in Area 
Five received a split recommenda- 
tion for zoning which was that the 
first 200 feet be zone residential - R1 
and the remaining 300 feet be resi- 
dential - R4, 

The majority of the annexations 
involved land located 500 feet on ei- 
ther side of the highways named in 
the seven areas. 

Area Zix located on the Kinston 
Highway (Hwy. 1898S) and Area 
Seven located on AL 166 were both 
recommended to be zoned for agri- 
culture - AG1, 

These recommendations will be 
presented to the Elba City Council 
for action at the next meeting,

Chin-ups Camp needs public's help

but they need the public's help. 

Numerous iidividuals and groups 


have already volunteered to supply’ 


manpower, but there is still a short- 
age of funds to finance the camp. 

In a meeting Monday of Chin-ups 
Committee members, it was made 
clear that if the money is not raised 
and raised quickly, the camp will 
have to be cancelled. 

The four-day camp will be held 
August 7-10 at the King's Vineyard 
Camp owned by the Coffee County 
Baptist Association, Participants will 
go and come daily to the camp. 

Teens, grades 7-9, have been se- 
lected to attend the camp on the ba- 
sis of improvements in personal 
growth and academic achievements 
made prior to camp, Approximately 
30-32 youngsters have been screene- 
dand selected to attend this camp. 

Objectives of the camp are to sig- 
nificantly increase youths’  self- 
esteem, reduce or eliminate delin- 
quent behavior, teach the youngsters 
how to express thoughts, feelings, 
and values in ways that strengthen 
parent-tcen relationships. Drugs, al- 
cohol and sexual behavior will also 
be discussed. 

The estimated cost of the camp is 
$6,000. This will provide facilities, 
food, program directors, transporta- 
tion, awards, and speakers for the 
camp. 

By raising the entire amount, the 
youngsters will be able to attend the 
camp at no charge to them or their 
parenyparents, Most of these kids 
come from single parent homes, 

Monday, July 22, is the deadline 
for raising the $6,000 needed to fi- 
nance the camp. 

Chambers County recently imple- 
mented this program and reported 
great success, 

Myrna Rhoades, Chin-ups Com- 
mittee Chairperson, stated that Mrs, 
Cynthia House from Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, who is a motivational expert, 
will be the camp program coordina- 
tor, She headed-up the successful 
program in Chambers County, 

Dan Presley with the Coffee 
County Extension Service said this 
is a good example of different agen- 
cies within the county working to- 
gether and pooling resources to ac- 
complish a common goal,

Vernetta DeRamus, who assisted 
in the screening of the cump partici- 
pants, said, “My involvement is a se- 
rious commitment to get kids back 
on track and tor prevent them from 
falling through the crack.” 

“There are plenty of kids out 
there who are in need of this pro- 
gram,” she continued. “If we lose 
our kids, we all go down!”
